rejected; and to colour the Refuſal, the Lord 
Chancellor wreſting the Words of St. Pau 5 
alledged, That he — not diſpute with! an 
A abs, rather N Dim; efler — 5 
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fot and ſecond Admonition ; 8 that be 
that is ſuch, is ſubverted, and condemned of 
himſelf. To which Mr. Rogers reply'd, v7 | 
diſowning that he was an Heretick, and 


challeng ing them to make it appear from: the 
Text; but in caſe they did, offering to ac- |} 
quieſce i in the Canon. But they had nothing 
to do with ſuch Proofs, their Arguments were 
Power and Violence, fa pported by a fierce | 
inhuman Zeal, by the Authority and De- 


cretals. of ſinful, profligate, carnal Men; by 


the Adverſaries of Truth and Juſtice, Nimrod 
and Antichriſt. And ſo he was condemned | 


upon theſe two Articles, for affirming the 


Roman Catholick Church to be the Church 


of Antichriſt, and diſowning the Real Pre- 


ſence ; and then ſent to Newgate, in order to f 
his Execution: Where he was not caſt down, | 
but ſhew'd an abſolute Reliance on the Will 


of God, being thoroughly perſwaded, that 
God would bow down an Ear to the Suppli- 
cation of his Saints, and within a ſhort Time 
re-eſtabliſh his Church in Peace and Comfort; 


of which he gave Aſſurance to one of his | 


Fellow-Priſoners, as if he had receiv'd it by 
Revelation, telling him, that he ſhould live 


to ſee the Religion of the Pope, within theſe | 


Realms, utterly aboliſh'd, and the Goſpel 


freely preach'd again. So that When his 
Pardon was offer d him, he abſolutely rejected 
it, being fully purpos d, that neither Princi- 


palities, nor — Should ſeparate him 
from, the Love of Chri t: And to evidence 
the more whoſe Diſciple he was, he wy at 
the Stake for his Enemies.

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It was owing to the ſame Dependance on 
the Mercy and Providence of God, that he 


lock d upon his Wife and Eleven Children, 


as he was led towards Smithfield, the Place 
of Execution, without appearing to be mov'd; 
feeling inward Preſages, that He, for the Love 
of whom he dy'd, wou'd not forſake his 
Family, or ſuffer his innocent Seed to beg 


their Bread; then bathing (as it were) his 


Hands in the Flames, he ſoon expir'd with 
theſe Words, Lord, receive my Spirit; Beb: 
4. 1555. At which Time, which was ſome 
few Weeks after the Nation had been recon- 
ciled to the Pope, the Queen breath*d_.out 
nothing but Blood and rs 424 againſt her 
poor afflicted Proteſtant Subjects: Whereas, 
before the Reconciliation, tho”. many Were 
impriſon'd, and proſcribed, and depriv d, yet 
none ſuffered Death for Religin. 
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LAURENCE SAUNDERS. 


M* Laurence Saunders was brought up 
VI at Eaton College, from whence he 
went into King's College in Cambridge, where 
he continued as Scholar of the Houſe three 

Shortly after he was bound Apprentice to 
Sir William Cheſter, a Merchant, with whom 


he did not continue long: For being oby - 


ſerved to mourn in his ſecret Devotions, and 


= Ez] 
to be entirely addicted to his Studies, and 
ſpiritual Contemplation, it was judg'd that 
by had no Liking to the Occupation in 
which he was placed, and it thus appearing, 
his worthy Maſter gave up his Indentures ; 
whereupon he returned to Cambridge to his 
Studies, and continued there till he was Ma- 
ſter of Arts. 
In the Beginning * the Reign of Kings 
E dward, having obtained a Licenſe to preach, 
he acquitted himſelf ſo well, that he was 
appointed Divinity-Le&urer in the College 
of Fotheringay in Northamptonſhire ; where 
he adorn'd his Character, and edified his 
Flock, by his exemplary Life and Soundneſs 
of Doctrine, by his Vigilance in inſtructing 
the Ignorant | in the true Knowledge of 
God, and an undaunted Zeal in Nag 
and ſilencing the Adverſary; whom PE was: 
the better qualify'd to e, with, by 
reaſon of his great Skill in the Greek ; to 
which he alſo join'd the Study of the Hebrew ; J 
ſearching through theſe Keys of Divine 
Knowledge, the true Senſe of the Word of 
God ; Which he ſolely delighted in, and made 
the only Buſineſs of his Life. 
© 'The College of Fotheringay being diſſolved, 
he was ſometime after preſented to che 
Pariſh of Church-Langton in Leiceſterſbire; 
where he always reſided, teaching diligently, 
and keeping a liberal Houſe, from whence 
he was orderly call'd to take the Benefice of 
Allballous Breadſtreet, in London. Yet he 
did not reſign the Pariſh of Church-Langton, 
. ac it W l Tall into the Hands of a 
je Om As 
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As he was going towards London, to 
viſit his Flock at Alhallows, a Privy- | 
Counſellor overtook him, and ask'd him, 
Whither | he went? He anſwer' d, To his 
Cure in London, to inſtruct the People ac- 
cording to his Duty. The Privy-Counſellor 
advis'd him not to preach there, or at all 
to come at them. To this Mr. Saunders re- 
ply'd, How, Sir, ſhall I be then diſcharg'd 
before God, if any be ſick, and defire Con- 
ſolation, or want good Counſel, or need In- 
ſtruction, or fall into Error, or be ſeduced by 
falſe Doctrine? 

Did not you preach, ſaid the Privy Counſellor, : 
in Breadſireet, on ſuch a Day? I did fo,” 
reply'd Mr. Saunders, that is my Cure: And 
to Morrow, if you pleaſe, you may hear me 

in at the ſame Place ; where I will con- 
firm, by the Authority of God's Word, the 
Doctrine I then taught, and whatſoever before 
that Time I preached. I would, faid the 
Privy-Counſellor, adviſe you to forbear it. 
If you can, reply'd Mr. Saunders, forbid me 
by any lawful Authority to ceaſe, then I muſt 
obey it. Nay, replied the other, I do not 
forbid you, 1 only adviſe you to it for your 
own Safety. 
This Advice which was given bink by the 
Privy-Counſellor, did indeed ſeem to proceed 
from ſome Concern for his Safety; but thes 
Conſideration could have but little Weight 
with a Man, who was fo united to Chriſt, - 
and fo crucified to the World, that nothing 
ſcem'd to him ſafe or eligible, but that very 
Croſs eh he was advis'd to decline.

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And therefore the next Day, which was 


Sunday, in the Forenoon, he preached a 


Sermon in his Pariſh on the Words of St. 
Paul, 2 Cor. xi. 2, 3. I have Eſpouſed you 
to one Husband, that I may preſent you as 
a chaſte Virgin to Chriſt: But I fear leaſt 
by any Means, as the Serpent heguiled Eve 
through his Subtilty, ſo your Minds ſhould 
be corrupted from the Simplicity that is in 
Chriſt. 3 5 
From which Words he recited the Sum of 
the true Chriſtian Doctrine, by which he had 
Eſpouſed them to Chriſt, to receive of him 
free Juſtification through Faith in his Blood. 
Ihe Popiſh Doctrine he compared to the 
Serpent's beguiling; and leaſt they ſhould be 
deceived by it, he ſhewed them the manifeſt 
and. clear Difference between the Service of 
the Church, ſet forth by King Edward in 
the Engliſh Tongue, and the Popiſh Service in 
Latin: The firſt, he ſaid, was good, and 
agreeable to the Word of God, 1 Cor. xiv. 


and conformable to the Primitive Church: 


The other, he ſaid, was Evil; and tho' it 
had ſome good Latin Words in it, yet it 
was like a little Honey mix'd with a great 


deal of Poiſon, to make them drink it all up. 


This was the Sum of his Sermon; but 
| caming in the Afternoon to preach again, he 
was ſeized; by an Officer of the Biſhop of 
London, and carried before him; where the 
Privy-Counſcllor abovemention'd, - ſtayed to 
accuſe him of Treaſon, in violati 1g - the 


Queen's Proclamation. The Biſhop. and his 


Chaplains likewiſe accuſed him of Preaching 


Here- 
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Heretical Dodrines in his Sermon, as alſo 
for labouring to ſtir up the People to Sedition; 
and the Biſhop, after laying many ſoch 
grievous Things. to his Charge, turned him 
over to the Biſhop of Wincheſter ; who, after 
ſome Time | examining him, and. asking him, 
How it happen'd, chat notwithſtanding the 
Queen's Proclamation to the contrary, he y__ | 
undertaken to preach? 4 | 

Mr. Saunders denied not that he Rull 
preached; but faid, that foraſmuch as he ſaw 
perilous Times now at Hand, he did but 
(according as he was admoniſhed and warned 
by Ezekiel the Prophet) exhort his Flock and 
Pariſhioners, to perſevere and ſtand ſtedfaltiß 
in the Doctrine which they had learned; 
ſaying alſo, that he was moved and excited 
thereunto by that Place of the Scripture, - 
wherein the Apoſtles joſtifie themſelves by 
obeying God rather than Man. V het her 
it be right in the Sight of God, to hearken 
unto you, more than unto. God, judge ys. 
And that by Preaching he had diſcharg' d mo 
Conſcience. . - 

A goodly Conſcience ſurely, laid the R 
hap : According to this your Conſcience, or. 
Opinion of Things, you look upon the Queen

At this the Bithop being diſpleas d, or- 
der'd him to be carry'd to Priſon ; where 


being brought, and having been detain'd a

of all that was unjuſtly laid to his Charge. 


But as to his Religion, he ſtill perſiſted 


boldly to bear Teſtimony to it, declaring a 
firm and unſhaken Reliance on the Truth of 
it; and ſaying with St. Paul, Acts xxiv.

When ſome of his Friends interceded for 
him, and had almoſt obtained his Liberty, 
he was fo. reſfolv'd to glorify God by his 
Death, that he prevail'd on them to deſiſt 
from their Suit, complaining of their Want 


of Friendſhip, who would fo ſorely hinder 


him from running the Race which was ſet iſ 


before him, gn his Wife to exhibit

her to thank a certain Perſon, who had ex- 
horted him to prepare for his Journey, as a 


moſt ſweet and comfortable Remembrancer ;

Cranmer, Bithop Ridley, and Biſhop Latimer, 
his Fellow-Sufferers in Bonds for the Teſti- 
mony of Feſus ; in which, after putting them

an Hill, a Candle on a Candleſtick, a Specta- 
cle both to Angels and Men, he comforteth 
them in theſe Words of the Scriptures, I 
' believed, and therefore have I ſpoken; we 
alſo believe, (faith he) and therefore ſpeak * ; 
adding, f If we be dead with Chriſt, we 
hall alſo live with him; if we ſuffer, we 
Hall alſo reign with bim; if we deny him, he

The Lord Chancellor threatning him with 


Death, if he would not recant: He an- 
ſwered, Welcome be it to me, whatſoever is 
the Will of God; if it be his Pleaſure that J 
ſhould live, then I make Choice of Life; if 
Death be my Lot, I have learned to die. 

. Whereupon being Excommunicated, and 
delivered to the Secular Magiſtrate; he was 


in Priſon degraded of his Prieſt's Orders by 


Biſhop Bonner; and then ſent under a Guard 
to Coventry, in Order to his Martyrdom. + 
When he was on his Way to St. Alban's, 


one Mr. Grimoald came to viſit him. Mer. 


Saunders knowing this Grimoald to be but a 


luke-warm Chriſtian, took a Cup in his Hand, 
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He alſo writ a pious Letter to Archbiſhop 
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and demanded, If be would pledge him of 


the Cup he would begin to im; whereat 


ee ſhrugging * - bis Shoulders, ſaid, 


Jes, yes, of that Cup in your Hand, but 


not of the ER you mean. Well, faid 
Mr. Saunders, my dear Lord Jeſus Chriſt hath 
begun to me of a more bitter Cup than 
mine is likely to be; and ſhall not I - 2 
fully pledge my dear Saviour? No doubt 
but I will, let others do as they pleaſe. 


When he came to Coventry, he was put 


into the Common Goal, where he Preached 
to, and inſtructed the Friſoners. The next 
Day, when he was brought into the Park 
— the City, he fell flat on his Face, 


and pray' d; then riſing up, he fell again on 


his Knees, and prayed; then embracing the 
Stake, he ſaid, Welcome Croſs of hriſt, 
welcome everlaſting Life. And ſo being fa- 
ſten' d to the Stake, and the Fire kindled, he 
chearfully reſign 4 up his Soul to his hea- 


venly Redeemer , Jonging to be diſſolved, and 
0 be with Chrift; whoſe Church, .as he had 
edify'd by the Truth of his Doctrine, and 
8 kay ly Life, ſo he now propagated it by his 

Tho they Fools accounted his Life 
Madneſs and his E nd to be Without Hope; 
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Graduate 1 the Univerſity of Oxford, 
5 whous he apply'd himſelf to a diligent Search 


of the Holy Scriptures, join'd with earneſt 


Prayers, that God would enlighten his Un- 
derſtanding, and guide him in the right 
Way. 

On the Publication of the fix bloody Ar- 
ticles *, he was ſoon compelled b. Os Boe 
to leave the Univerſity, and — ards the 
Kingdom; and as he was flying from Cay 
to City, he came at length to Zurich in 
Switzerland, where he married a . 
Woman, and ſojourned a conſiderable Time,

As his ſole View in returning to his native 
Country, was to give a helping Hand to- 
wards eſtabliſhing the Goſpel, he apply'd to 
his Vocation in the City of London with 

great Diligence, labouring indefatigably in 
the Vineyard of the Lord, preaching con- 
ſtantly, moſt Times twice a Day, at leaſt 
once a Day, and never failing: And the Peo- 
ple reſorted daily in great Companies to hear 
his Voice, as it were the ſweet Sound of 


Melody; tho' in his Sermons he ſharply 


corrected, and inveigh'd againſt Sin, and the 
Iniquity of the World; but the Purity of 
his Manners, and Pregnancy of his Wit, 
gave an irreſiſtible Authority and Force to his 
divine Diſcourſes. E 
He was ſoon made * Biſhop of Glouceſter, 
and then of Worceſter, holding both Biſhop- 
ricks at once, through a particular Incident 
of the Times, but entertaining | ſome Scruples 
with Regard to the Apparel and Ceremonies 
which were uſed in thoſe Times, at the Con- 
ſecration of Biſhops ; he humbly apply'd to 
the King to diſpenſe with his uſing of thoſe 
Rites and Veſtments, of which, in the Ten- 
derneſs of his Conſcience, he had conceived a 
Diflike.

His Petition was immediately granted, 
ang] his Majeſty ſent a Letter to the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and other Biſhops, for 
the Diſpenſation of John Hooper, Elected 
Biſhop of Glouceſter, abovemention'd; de- 
claring, that by the Advice of his Council he 
had promoted him to that Biſhoprick, be- 
ing a Perſon of Diſcretion, ready Utterance, 
and good Life; of great Knowledge, deep 
Judgment, and long Study, both in the Scri- 
** and other Learning. 
The Biſhops notwithſtanding ſtood bea 
in the Defence of the Ceremonies, all 
That the Fault was in the Abuſe of * 
Things, and not in the Things themſelves ; 
and refuſing to comply with the Order, ex- 
preſs d themſelves with ſome Warmth: againſt 
the Biſhop Ele&, who at length ſubmitted 
to his godly Brethren ; ; yet upon this Con- 
dition, that he ſhould only at ſome Times 
appear in the Pulpit in his Epiſcopal Veſt- 
ments. | 
The Diſcord which aroſe upon this Mat- 
ter, was not altogether allay'd, till the Per- 
ſecution of the ſucceeding Reign; when Biſhop 
Ridley, and Biſhop Hooper, being both of 
them in Bonds for the Sake of the Goſpel; 5 
the former wrote a Letter to Biſhop Hooper, . 
in which he explains himſelf upon theſe 2 
Matters as follows: PEI

But to return to Biſhop Hooper; he go-

to Preach, and inſtruct his People. 

The Time that he had to ſpare from 
Preaching, he ſpent, either in viſiting Schools, 
or hearing: publick Cauſes, or in Prat 
Study and Prayer. 

His Palace appear'd, as if it were a Church, 
or Temple: There was not any Corner of 
it without ſome Savour of Vertue, or worthy 


Example; his Domeſticks being continually 


occupy d in Reading the Scriptures, or ſome 
good Converſation. 


His Cuſtom was to relieve. a certain tant 


5 * of poor People every Day with a Dinner;

whom either himſelf, or Deputies, examin*d 


about the Lord's Prayer, the Articles of their 
Faith, and the Ten Commandments ; then he 
fat down to Dinner, and not before. 

The firſt Queſtion he was ask'd, when 
brought before the Commiſſioners to be exa- 
min'd *, was, Whether he was married? To 
which he anſwered, Yes, my Lords, and will 
not be unmarry'd, till Death unmarry me. 
Upon which Biſhop Tonſfall, and Smith, one 


of the Clerks of * Council, called him 


Beaſt: And the Biſhop of Wincheſter ſaid, 
That all Men might live chaſt (or without 
Marriage) if they would; quoting the Text, 
Matt. xix. 12. that ſome had made themſelves 
Eunuchs for the Kingdom of Heaven. Bithop 
Hooper, in Anſwer to eo read the preceding 
Verſe; all Men cannot receive this Saying, 
ſave they to whom it is given; adding, 
that it likewiſe appeared by the old Canons, 
called the Decrees, that Marriage was not 
forbidden to Prieſts. Whereupon, to confute 
him, Wincheſter ſent for the Clementines; 


but Hooper ſaid, that was not the Book he 


named. 
Here Ju or Morgan railed at kim for the 
Severity 105 is Diſcipline at Glouceſter; and 


ſaid, there was never. ſuch a Tyrant; a 


Charge, which, with Hatred and il. Will is 
always the Portion of the active and godly 
| Er ban e. From which the Biſhop was fo 


from expe&ting to be exempted, that he 


e 
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declared it to be a Folly for any Man pro- 
feſſing Chriſt truly, or truly acquitting himſelf 
of the Duties of a Chriſtian, to look for the 
Love of the World. 
He was afterwards. ask'd, Whether he 
believed the Corporal Preſence, and what 
Authority moved him not to believe it? To 
which latter Part of the Queſtion he made 
this Anſwer: Quem oporter calum ſuſcipere 
aſque ad tempus reſtaurationis omnium ; 
< Whom rhe Heavens muſt receive, until 
tc the Times of the Reſtitution of all Things; 3 
meaning, that if Chriſt were to abide in 
Heaven till the reſtoring of all Things, then 
.conld he not be 9 preſent at the 
Altar. 
As he was going to the Compter-Priſon, 
and perceiving that Mr. Rogers was led 
after him, he turned about, and faid to this 
Effect: Come, Brother Rogers, muſt we two 
take this Matter firſt in Hand, and are we 
to be the firſt Sacrifice? Tes, anſwered Mr. 
Rogers, by God's Grace. Then doubt not, 
faid the Biſhop, but God will give us —_ 
to undergo the Trial. 
The Sheriff then ask'd him, How he came 
to anſwer ſo warmly and haſtily to the Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter © Sir, ſaid he, I was not 
at all impatient, I was only carneſt in my 


Maſter's Cauſe. 


Wen it was told him, that he was to |

Hands, and faid, that he praiſed God, that it

When he was brought to his Lodgings at 
CEiliouceſter, after taking ſome Repole, he con- 
tinued in Prayer till the Morning.

y Owland T. aylor, Doctor of the Canon 

and Civil Law, and Miniſter of Hadley 

in Suffolk, began his Warfare againſt Antichriſt 
in this manner. 

One Foſter, a Lawyer, with one Jobn Clerł 
of Hadley, reſolving to ſet up Popery in 
Hadley Church, an Altar was erected in 
Haſte, which being beaten down in the 
Night, another was alſo built, and a Guard

God's Sake to beware of Popery, and not

of that City, had made his Eſcape; but the 
Officer, or Sumner, going into an upper 
Chamber, and finding Robert there, who lay 


on the Bed ſick of a lingring Diſeaſe, con- 
ſtrain'd Robert to go with them as their Pri- 


ſoner, tho? it was repreſented to them by the 
Sheriff, that Robert was not the Man they 


were Gra for. 


When he PATON to the Priſon, ad had 8 


repoſed himſelf, he wept for Joy, that he was 
call'd to be numbred with the Saints who 
ſuffer for the Goſpel, having never eſteem'd 
himſelf worthy of ſo glorious a Trial.

as Mr. Berubar, in his Confidence in God, 
had promis'd him. Whereupon clapping his 
| Hands, he cried out to Mr. Berubar, Auſtin;

Alacrity and 'T ranſport, that he ſeem'd not, 
as going out of the World through the Pains 
of a cruel. Execution, but as unexpectedly 
reſtored to Life and Liberty; and in the 
Height of his Joy his Soul departed (as ir 
were) in Triumph.“ 
His elder Brother, Mr. obs Glover, a0 
whom (as is already ſaid) he had been 
prehended, firſt propoſed to have ſurrendred 


himſelf, being in Hopes thereby to have ob=  _ 


_ tained the Releaſement of Robert; but being 
diſſwaded from it by the Counſel of his 

Friends, who aſſured him, that if he ſurren- 
dred himſelf, he would ſuffer great Damage

ſtrument in the Church, wherein he pronoun- 
ced John Glover to de damned; directing 
likewiſe, that when the Body had lain in the 
Earth for a Year, the Bones ſhould be dug 
up, and thrown over the Wall, to be trampled 
upon by Oxen and Horſes ; which he would 
have had done at the very Time, but that 
the Prieſt remonſtrated againſt it, apprehend- 
ing the Unwholeſomneſs of the Stench, the 
Corps having then been buried not above 
ſix Weeks; and he told him, he would come 
at the End of the Year, and hallow the Spot 
Where the Body had lain, as if the Place had 
been polluted by it.

| Biſhop Ridley was deſcended of an ho- 
nourable Parentage in the County of Nortib- 
umberland, and (which in all Affairs is of 
t Advantage) was a comely, well propor- 
don. d, and acl Perſon, and eloquent 11 
cloſe in his Speech and Writings, with an 
extraordinary Memory. He ſtudy 'd in the 
Univerſity. of Cambridge, where he ſoon at- 
tain*'d to the chief Honours, being appoint- 
ed Maſter of Pembroke-Hal, and made Dr. 
of Divinity. 
| Aﬀeer this he travell'd into Fance, and at 
his Return was made Chaplain to King 
Henry VIII. and then defign'd by him for 
the Biſhoprick of Rocheſter, though he was 
not Conſecrated till September 1547; which 
was under the Reign of King Edward; by 
whom he was tranſlated to the See of London, £5 
Abril 1. 1550. LT 
When he was advanced to theſe eminent 
Stations, it ſoon appeared that he had a 
penetrating Wit, was a wiſe Counſellor, and 
of a gentle and merciful Diſpoſition, which,

Mr. Hugh, Latimer was ſent to the * FA

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ſbining Light in the Cauſe of the Goſpel; thro? 
whoſe Diligence, and Learning, and Courage, 
many were converted to the Trutrvwu. 
This unexpected Change was wrought in 
him by a pious and charitable Stratagem of 
Mr. Bilney, who obſerving his Diſpoſition, 
and conceiving a brotherly Compaſſion to- 
wards him, . conſfider'd within himſelf which 
might be the ,propereſt Means to inform and 
enlighten his Underſtanding. The Method 
he uſed was this; he went to him, and de- 
ſired him to take his Confeſſion, whieh La- 
timer readily comply ing with, he ſo effectually 
wrought upon his Heart, through the Affiſt- 
ance of, the Spirit of God, that from that Time 
forward Mr. Latimer ſet himſelf to ſearch for 
Truth, and the Knowledge of the Will off 
God, in the Scriptures only; becoming a 
zealous Proſeſſor of the Goſpel. One of the 
Means through which Mr. Bilney engag d | 
him to embrace the Truth, Mr. Latimer firs 
forth, in a Conference he held wirh Dr. Rjid- 
ley : < Sir, ſays he to Biſhop Ridley, I begin 
e now to ſmell what you mean, by dealing in 
this manner with me; you uſe me, as 
te. Rilney did once, When he converted me; 

< pretending, as tho* he would be taught of 
me, he ſought Ways and Means to teach

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<.me,:and,ſo.. do you.” 
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Frem - heneeforward .. he was engaged in 
Pexrpetagl Conflicts in Defence of the Truth. 
And when His Adverſaries pleaded againſt 
him, That by ſeparating from the Church of 
Rome, he made a Breach in the Evangelical 


Unity: He returned this Anſwer: The Name

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of Peace is beautiful, and the Opinion of 5 


Unity is fair; yet there is no doubt, but 
that the only Peace of the Church is founded 
in Chriſt, and the only Unity in Truth; 
let our Unity be in Verity, and not in Po- 
pery. EL 
Notwithſtanding that he was often ac- 
cuſed in the Rei ign of King Henry VIII. he 
was as often preſerved thro* the Power and 
Favour of his Prince; and in 1534 *, he was 
promoted to the Biſhoprick of Worceſter ; in 
which Station, tho? he could not in all tl 
acquit himſelf according to his Deſire, yet 
he ſo moderated the ſuperſtitious Practices 
then in .Ufe, that they could not poſſibly 


have been continued with leſs Hurt or De- 


triment to Religion. 


It would be tedious, and by no means 


anſwer the intended Brevity of this Narra- 
tive, if his Vigilance, and Pains, and Care, 
were recounted in every Particular; yet we 
cannot omit the Story that follows, throu 
which his Courage in the Correction of Vice 
fo notably appears. 

It was a Cuſtom in the Reign of King 


Henry, that upon New-Tears-Day, every 


Biſhop attended upon the King with a Gift: 
'Some made a Preſent of Gold, ſome of Sil- 
ver, ſome of one Thing, ſome of another; 
but - Biſhop Latimer brought with him a New 


. Teſtament, incloſed in a Napkin, drag 
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Text wrought upon it, as a Poſy or Motto, For- 
nicatores 8 Adulteros judicabit Dominus. 
As he zealouſly ſought the Salvation of 
Men, and the Amendment of their Lives, he 
met with many Conflicts in purſuing his 
Duty in that Branch of it, as well as in his 
_ Oppoſition to Popith Idolatry. To which 
he was ſo much the more expoſed, as there 
was not any Degree or Station of Grandeur 
exempt from his Reproofs ; which were not 
unſuitable, or improper, in the Ambaſſador 
of him, who is no Reſpecter of Perſons. 
This once occaſion'd an Attempt to ruin [| 
his Credit with the King, before whom he 
was accuſed, as if he had utter'd ſeditious 1 
Words, or rais'd ſome evil Report, in a * 
Sermon preached by him at Court. At which i 
he was not diſmay'd, but juſtify'd himſelf 
upon the Matter he was impeached of, ſay- 
ing, That he had preached in Diſcharge of 
his Conſcience, and according to the Circum- 
ſtances of his Audience, and inſiſting on a 
Right ſo to do; ſpeaking of his Station, as 
a Preacher of the Court, as a Thing he had # 
not ſought for, expreſſing his Willingneſs to il 
reſign it; acknowledging that there were l 
others more deſerving of it; and offering to 
carry their Books, when the King ſhould 
promote them to his Service. 
When he had done ſpeaking, the King 
not appearing to mind what had been faid 
by one Side or the other, turn'd the Diſ- 
_ courſe, and this put an End to the Accuſation: 
Tho his Friends expected a quite contrary

When the ſix bloody Articles were pub- 


liſhed , which - confirm'd fo many of the 


horrible Doctrines bf Popery, his Conſcience 
not allowing him to conform to them, he 


F reſign'd his Biſhoprick of his own Accord, 
and throwing off his Rochet skipp'd for Joy. 
His Troubles, however, did not ceaſe up- 
on his N his Biſhoprick, but came 
thicker and thicker upon him, till he was 
at length ſent to the Tower, where he con- 
tinued a Priſoner for the Remainder of the 
Reign of King Henry. We. 
The King ban dead, which happen'd on 
the 28 7h of a pt: 1547; and the Goſpel 
reviving on the Acceſſion of King Edward,

Mr. Latimer was fotthwith releaſed from 


his long Confinement ||]. At which Time the 
Houſe of Commons addreſs'd the Protector 
to reſtore him to his Biſhoprick ; but he re- 


fus'd that Favour, and choſe a private Life, 


where he might have the moſt Time to 
preach the Word of God ; | which Exerciſe 


he conſtantly perform'd, to the great Increaſe 


and Edification of the Faithful, riſing gene- 
rally, Winter and Summer, about Two of the 
Clock in the Morning, to prepare his Diſ- 
cCeourſes; tho' he was then above 70 Years of 
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Soon after the Death A of the bleſſed King 


Edward, a Purſuivant was 'ſeht to call him 
to Court, to give an Account of his Doctrine; 
which Summons. he readily *obey'd; and be- 
ing forthwith impriſon'd 4, he ſuſtain'd "many

fulneſs ; which he particularly ſhew'd, When 
the Lieutenant of the Tower refuſed to allow 


him Firing, tho” in a froſty Winter, and he 


was almol; ſtarved with Cold; ſending the 
Lieutenant this doubtful Meſſage by way of 


Pleaſantry, That if he did 1 not cake better -

Bi- 
ſhop Latimer being now above Fourſcore 
Tears of Age, refuſed to anſwer their Ar 
ments: He ſaid his Memory was 2 
that he knew his Faith depende on the 
Word of Gd. 

Dr. Ridley was told by the Biſhop of Lis 
coln, among other Things, That he had ſpo- 
ken as effectually, and in as Catholick a Style 
of the Bleſſed Sacrament,, in a Sermon by 

him preach'd at St. Paul's Croſs, as any 
Perſon whatſoever : So that it appear'd, that 
the Doctrine of the Sacrament was no ſtrange 
Thing to him; and therefore he was exhorted 
to return to his former Belief. 

Io this Dr. Ridley made Anſwer, by FA 

nying the Fact in the firſt Place, and then 

aligning the Grounds upon which the Report 

was raiſed. 

He faid, That there were certain railing

the unlearned not und , It was ſup- 
poſed that he - had ſpoken them to confirm | 
the groſs and carnal Notion which is main- 
tained by rhe Church of Rome; that Chriſt's 
Body, with all the Properties of it, ſhould 
actually and really ſubſiſt under the Elements 
of Bread and Wine. 

This and no other he maintain'd to be 
the Ground of the Report which had pre- 
vail'd, that he had preach'd in Defence of 
Tranſubſtantiation at St. Paul's Croſs. 

It was then urged him, that the 

Church of Chriſt is Catholick, or univerſally | 
ſpread throughout the whole World; ſo 
not comprehended in the Circuit of E ngland, 
and ſome few other Countries; that yet he 
' pretended to be of the Catholick Church. To 
this he reply'd, that wherever Chriſt's Sacra- 
ments are duly miniſtred, and the Goſpel 
truly preached and followed, there no doubt 
was the Church of Chriſt ; that he limited or 
confined it only to thoſe Marks of it, and 
not to this or that Place (as they did to 
Rome); and that he therein followed the 
 -wiſe Counſel of Vincentius Lyrinenſis, an 
Author univerſally eſteem d, who giving

Which Story was probably coined in the 


fame Mint with that which is abovemen- 


tioned relating to Mr. Philpott. : 
On the 17th of December 1555, being at 


Supper, there came a Meſſenger to him from 


the Sheriffs, and bade him make ready; 
for the next Day he ſhould ſuffer by Fire:

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THOMAS CRANMER. 


THOMAS Cranmer, Archbiſhop of Car- 
5 terbury, was born in Nottinghamſhire, 
and deſcended of an ancient and honourable 
Family, (of which Name and Family there 
Was a Seat in Lincolnſhire, called Cranmer's 

Hall) and being trained up to Learning and 
good Manners, , was ſent to the Univerſity 
of Cambridge, where in Courſe of Time he 
married a Gentleman's Daughter; upon which 
Occaſion many falſe and malicious Stories were 
raiſed againſt him. l 
Hie afterwards, in the Year 1529, remov'd 
from Cambridge, to ſtay for ſome Time at 

Waltham in Eſſex: Here he met with Dr. 


_ Stephen Gardiner, and Dr. Fox, the firſt Se- 


cretary, and the other Almoner ro the King;

The Archbiſhoprick being thus beſtowed 
upon him, contrary to his Inclination, he 
was Conſecrated March 3o th, or 13th, 1533. 
from which Time he enjoyed it all that 
Reign, with the Favour of his Sovereign; 
tho he always told him the Truth, and often 
oppoſed his Deſigns, and particularly diſput- 
ed in the Houſe of Lords againſt the ſix

together; which the King was fo far from il. 


. that he ſent my Lord Cromwell, his 
Vicegerent, with the two Dukes of Norfolk 1 
and Suffolk, and all the Lords of Parliament, 
to Lambeth, to dine with him, and to aſſure | 
him of his Favour. 
He was no leſs inflexible in another Af

touching the bleſſed Sacrament of the Altar. 

To which the Archbiſhop copiouſly and learn-

hut Biſhop Gardiner ſome time after pub- - 

© liſhed another Book in Latin upon the Sub- 

ject, which he called Marcus Conſtantius; 
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Abich was fully anſwer'd and confuted 
Peter Martyr; and the Archbiſhop likewiſe 
anſwer d it in part, tho” then in Priſon. 
Beſides theſe Treatiſes, with ſeveral. others 


which he wrote, he had the chief Part in 


drawing up the Forty two Articles 'in the 


Year 1551; he was alſo faid to be Author 


of the Catechiſm, with Part of the Book. of 
Homilies; and he had the chief N 
of the Reformatio Legum. 

On the Acceſſion of Queen Mary *, he 
was advis'd to ſecure himſelf by Flight, to 


avoid the impending Storm; but this Coun- 


Fel he abſolutely re jected. He moreover 
drew up a Bill or Paper, to clear himſelf from 
a Report, that he had . promiſed the Queen 


to ſay a Dirige Maſs for her Brother, and 


that he had reſtored the Service of the Maſs 
at Canterbury, propoſing to defend by Wri- 
ting or Diſputation, the Book of Common- 
Prayer, with the whole Doctrine and Order 
fligion ſet forth by the late King, 
Being ſummon'd to 1 77 at the Star 
Chamber f, and ask d, If he acknowledg'd 
himſelf to be the Author of 5 Bill? He 


conſeſs d he was the Author of it; and that 
it might be known that his Confeſſion was vo- 
luntary, he declared his Concern that the Bill 


Was publiſh'd in the manner it then appear d,

affixed at St. Paul's, and other Churches, 


with his Hand and Seal to it. F 
Having been ſent to Oxford *, as has 
been already mention'd in- the Story of the 
two bleſſed Martyrs Ridley and Latimer, 
there to diſpute upon certain Articles of 
| Religion, he was condemned as an obſtinate 
Heretick by. Weſton the Prolocutor, who was 
ſent 'by the Convocation, with others, to 
diſpute with him. 12755 
Whereupon the 1 pardoned the pre- 
tended Treaſon for which he was condemned 
before, having been attainted in 1553, for 
conſenting to the Queen's Excluſion; (which 
Vould have probably been puniſh'd with 
| beheading) that ſince he could ſuffer Death 
but once, he might be burnt as a Heretick ; 
which Reſolution ſhe is ſuppoſed to have 
taken, becauſe ſhe was unwilling it ſhonld 
be ſaid, that he was put to Death for 
Treaſon (particularly for pretended Treaſon) 
againſt her ſelf, when it was ſo well known, 
that he had ſav'd her in the Reign of her 
Father ||, who had reſolved to ſtrike a Terror 
into all his Subjects, by openly putting her 
to Death; and no other Perſon about the 
King durſt ſpeak a Word for her. 5 
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* . In' purſuance of this Deſign of burning 
him as an Heretick, a Commiſſion: was ſent 
to Oxford, to examine him again, which ſat 
upon him at St. Mary's, the 12th of Septem- 
ber 1555. 4 ern SETS | 
The Commiſſioners were Dr. Martin and 
Dr. Story, who received their Authority from 
the Queen, with Brooks Bithop of Glouceſter, 
who was appointed as the Pope's Subdele- 
gate; to whom when he was brought to the 
Church, he abſolutely retuſed to pay any 
Reverence *, but made at the ſame Time a 
low Obeiſance to the Queen's Commiſſioners. 
He was charged with Hereſy and Incon- 
tinence, and the Article of 'Treaſon was not 
forgot, tho? the Queen had pardon'd it. He 
was accuſed of Hereſy, becauſe he had 
preach'd according to the Goſpel; of Incon- 
tinence, becauſe he had been twice married +; 
of Treaſon, becauſe he had ſubſcribed Kin; 
Edward's Will, or Letters Patents, which 
ſettled the Succeſſion of the Crown on the 
Lady Fane; tho' he was the laſt Man that 
had ſubſcribed it: Inſiſting a conſiderable 
'Time that he could not do it'in Conſcience ; 
and the Will was already ratify'd by all 
the Council, as alſo by the Judges of the

I His Second Wife was Niece of the famous

married, Dr. Martin ſaid, That his Children 
then ſhould be Bondſmen to the See of Can- 
terbury.

Having anſwer'd with Simplicity and 
Wiſdom ſeveral Queſtions that were ask'd 
him, he was ſummon'd to appear at Rome 
in fourſcore Days; which he faid he would 
do, if the King and Queen would ſend 
But that Citation was ſoon nullify'd, by 
a Letter executory from the Pope to degrade 
and deprive him, declaring that he had 
wilfully refus'd to obey the Summons ; tho 
the Letter came before the fourſcore Days 
were expired, and tho' it was notorious that 
he was all the Time kept in cloſe Priſon, 
and ſo could not appear any where. 55 
This Letter gave him Notice to prepare 
for Death, the Fear of which, notwithſtand- 


ing his Innocence and Steadineſs in the for- 


mer Actions of his Life, betray'd him at 
this Time into a very great Weakneſs. 


Ridley and Latimer were dead, who had IN 
. often ſtrengthen'd him in the Faith, as he 


had alſo aſſiſted and comforted each of them; 


be was now left alone to ſtruggle with pow- 


erful Temptations, deſtitute of real, and ſur- 
. rounded with pretended Friends, who, like 


me Meſſengers. of Saran, _ laid} Soares 
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1 his Way, and with diligent Malice 
watched his Haltings ; and this was the 
Hue of it, that at length he was treacherouſly 
* inveigled to ſign a Paper, in Confirmation 
of all the main Errors of Popery ; in which 
he alſo ſolemnly exhorted all ſuch as had 
been. deceived by his Example or Doctrine, 
to return to the Unity of the Church; and 
concluded with a Proteſtation, that he had 
ſubſcribed the Inſtrument willingly, and only 
for the Diſcharge of his Conſcience.” . 
It is hard to ſay, whether the Faithful 
were more afflicted at fo aſtoniſhing an 
Event, - or he entangled with the Shame of 
what he had done.
